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DISPUTE AT 
MUSEUM IS 
HOTTING UP 


THE dispute over a Deal 
museum exploded on Sun¬ 
day as a demonstration forc¬ 
ed it to close its doors. 

Deal Maritime And Local History 
Museum is locked in a row with the 
family of neighbour Kathleen Thom¬ 
son, 82, after it erected a fence for 
security reasons. 

Supporters say the fence blocks 
light into her home and the dis¬ 
traught pensioner has had to be taken 
to a nursing home. 

They have set up a Facebook cam¬ 
paign calling for action - a move 
attacked by the museum’s trustees as

“bullying”. The museum had previous¬ 
ly rented part of its grounds for stor¬ 
age to Mrs Thomson, but staff say 
over time the tenant had turned the 
area into a patio and had apparently 
allowed access to the museum’s 
grounds for others. 

Deryck Murray, chairman of the 
charity that runs the centre, said: “It 
became increasingly clear artefacts in 
the museum’s grounds were being 
moved and damaged. The museum 
also needed the extra space. 

“We provided our tenant with over 


six months’ notice that we would not 
be continuing the lease. Since then the 
museum, the charity’s trustees and 
our volunteer helpers, mainly pen¬ 
sioners like me, have been subjected 
to constant abuse and trespass.” 

After advice from the police and 
planning authorities, the charity says 
that it was obliged to put up a fence to 
protect its property. 

Mr Murray, a former town mayor, 
said: “The abuse increased after we 
acted to protect the charity’s property 
and I understand a Facebook site has 
been set up attacking the museum.

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Airport verdict 
is 'called in' for 
a public inquiry

THE decision to approve a 
runway extension and new 
terminal building at Lydd 
airport is to be scrutinised 
at a public inquiry 

The ‘calling-in’ of Shepway coun¬ 
cil’s backing of the plans was made 
by new Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles after months of speculation. 

Government conservation body 
Natural England had lodged an 
appeal against the Shepway council 
decision in March, when councillors 
voted 27-12 in favour, overriding 
both Natural England’s advice and 
that of its own officers. 

Louise Barton, of Lydd Airport 
Action Group, said: “There is no case 
for a second regional airport in 
Kent. The location is inappropriate. 

“Lydd is surrounded by unique 
natural habitats, is under a main 
bird-migration route and is less 
than three miles from the Dunge- 
ness nuclear complex. 

“The development will affect the 
area’s unique environment, while 
the risk of crash damage to 
Dungeness power plant is too high.” 

The Royal Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Birds, one of the groups 
opposed to the development due to 
its effects on surrounding habitat, 
hailed the call-in as a victory for the 
environment and common sense. 

Regional director Chris Corrigan 
said: “The Dungeness peninsula is 
one of the most important and sen¬ 
sitive wildlife habitats in the UK. 

“When combined with considerable 
local opposition and the increasingly 
significant impacts on climate 
change, it seems only right that the 
airport expansion plans are given the 
fullest and most rigorous examina¬ 
tion before being allowed to proceed. 

“The RSPB has long maintained 
that a public inquiry is the best and

only way to do this. The decision to 
call in Lydd airport’s expansion 
plans is entirely consistent with the 
coalition government’s position on 
aviation and transport, which pro¬ 
motes the need for restraint rather 
than the previous headlong rush 
towards airport expansion. 

‘We believe that there is consider¬ 
able potential in the area to promote 
the natural environment and 
attract more people to the area as 
visitors and tourists. 

“The RSPB is keen to work with 
others across Romney Marsh and 
Dungeness to make the most of this 
potential.” 

Shepway’s Liberal Democrat 
group leader, Lynne Beaumont, who 
voted against the plans on March 3, 
said: “I’m delighted with this deci¬ 
sion. It is right and proper that this 
should happen. 

“The whole situation will now be 
scrutinised and a decision made 
based on the facts of the case, not on 
political will. 

“Shepway council employed experts 
to give councillors advice. This was 
ignored and almost £90,000 wasted.” 

Airport operators claim that their 
£25 million scheme could create up to 
500 jobs. Spokeswoman Jo Oliver 
said she was “deeply disappointed” 
the airport’s plans had been 
called in. 

She said it was “hugely frustrat¬ 
ing” the decision would delay invest¬ 
ment at Lydd but was confident the 
airport could secure the go-ahead. 


Blitz on flytippers 

TWO men were fined £300 each for 
not having the correct paperwork 
during a crackdown on flytipping. 

Shepway council officers joined the 
police for Operation Dredge at a 
checkpoint near the Oasis Cafe on 
A259 in Old Romney. Eighty-nine 
vehicles were checked for road¬ 
worthiness and to confirm drivers had 
the correct waste-carriers’ licence. 

Shepway council is urging anyone 
who has work done on their homes or 
in their gardens to make sure those 
doing the work are properly licensed. 

Environmental protection officer 
Liam Flannery said: “No legitimate 
trader will mind being asked. 
Beware of any offer that looks too 
good to be true. 

“You might get a cheap job done, 
but your old furniture, garden waste 
or shed could end up being illegally 
dumped - and you have a duty of 
care for your waste even after it 
leaves your possession.” 

Youth's graffiti spree 

A FOLKESTONE teenager has been 
given a six-month referral order and 
ordered to pay £700 costs after going 
on a graffiti spree. 

The 15-year-old admitted daubing 
graffiti in three places and asked 
Folkestone Juvenile Court to consid¬ 
er 11 other incidents. 

He struck in Beech Close and 
Madeira Walk, as well as the Polo 
Ground in Cheriton Road and other 
sites in the town and Sandgate. 

The costs were awarded to Shep¬ 
way council and the money will be 
spent on graffiti-cleaning.

Manslaughter verdict 

A BUILDER has been found guilty of 
manslaughter after stabbing a 
woman with a kitchen knife. 

Paul Fender, 44, denied murdering 
mother-of-two Karren Martin, 28, 
whose body was found at her bunga¬ 
low in Hardy Road, Greatstone, on 
November 20 last year. 

But on Wednesday last week a jury 
at Croydon Crown Court found him 
guilty of manslaughter. 

Ms Martin’s body was discovered 
by paramedics after they were called 
to the home. She was pronounced 
dead at the scene. A post-mortem 
examination showed she had died of 
a single stab-wound. Fender will be 
sentenced on Friday, July 23. 


Art opportunity that's maid to measure 


WOMEN in Folkestone have the 
chance to be become immortalised in 
the shape of a life-size bronze statue 
in time for next year’s Triennial. 

Artist Cornelia Parker is 
searching for a life-model 
from the town to help form 
the figure for the Folke¬ 
stone Mermaid, based on 
Copenhagen’s famous 
Little Mermaid statue. 

The former Turner Prize 
nominee said: “This is not a 
beauty contest - I am not 
looking for a look-alike of 
the idealised Copenhagen 
Mermaid, but for a real per¬ 
son, a free spirit, so any shape or size 
is welcome.” 

The life-casting process involves 
taking an exact copy of the nude 
model using liquid rubber. Ms Parker 
is the second artist announced for the 


2011 Folkestone Triennial, after local 
arts company Strange Cargo. The 
exhibition of newly-created artworks 
for public places around the town 
will run from 
June to Septem¬ 
ber 2011. 

It will be curat¬ 
ed by Andrea 
Schlieker, who 
held the same role 
at the inaugural 
2008 event, which 
was praised as a 
springboard for 
the town’s cultur¬ 
al renaissance. Of 
the 22 commissioned artworks, eight 
have remained permanently on dis¬ 
play in the town. These include Folk 
Stones by Turner Prize-winning 
Mark Wallinger, in which 19,240 
beach pebbles were numbered, each 


representing a life lost on the first 
day of the Battle of the Somme. 

Others are Margate artist Tracey 
Emin’s seven small bronzes, called 
Baby Things, and Nathan 
Coley’s neon sign in Tontine 
Street, Heaven Is A Place 
Where Nothing Ever 
Happens. 

Women should only apply 
if happy to be life-cast; all 
entrants must be over 18.

It goes and to say: “The wife hates it: ‘It’s just 
so dreary.

She may just have been in a mood 
that day, though you can sort of see her point. 


Plus the high street is v glum: could do with 
new blood, more independents, etc.” 

And transport is another problem, says 
the writer. 

The article adds: “Stuck out on a bulge all 
alone, it’s not even much helped by the new 
high-speed rail: a slowww one hour 40 to 
London St Pancras... and, though it’s only 15 
miles away, a lifetime to Canterbury.”

feathers through the letterbox has been 
discussed on the site and the demonstra¬ 
tion arranged on Sunday was planned 
through Facebook. 

“Though we were forced to close for 
part of the day for public-safety reasons, 
neither I nor the charity will be bullied 
into letting people grab the land we hold 
in trust for future generations.” 

The museum contains collections 
relating to Deal’s naval and military her¬ 
itage. Mr Murray said: “It’s ironic that 
the demonstrators chose Armed Forces 
Day to threaten a museum which hous¬ 
es material about the IRA’s bomb-attack 
on the Royal Marines in Deal.” 

The museum says the law is on its side 
and no action can be taken by the coun¬ 
cil as no planning regulations have been 
broken. Mrs Thomson’s family say they 
support the contribution the museum 
makes to the community but object to its 
treatment of the pensioner. 

They say they have contacted solicitors 
to pursue their case.

Couple's DVT misery 
makes national news 


TWO new members have been 
appointed to the board that runs 
the Port of Dover.

THE health risk of deep vein throm¬ 
bosis is being highlighted by a nation¬ 
al newspaper following the experi¬ 
ences of a Deal couple. 

The Daily Mail featured an investi¬ 
gation into the condition often associ¬ 
ated with long-haul flights. It reveals 
what happened to Paul and Sarah 
Tyler after a flight to the US. 

“My blood runs cold to think what 
might have happened if I hadn’t 
dialled 999,” Sarah Taylor said of the 
moment she discovered her husband, 
Paul, collapsed on the sofa. 

The story states: “Despite his 
protests she was being melodramatic, 
she insisted on calling an ambulance. 

“It saved his life - for, although Paul 
had only felt mildly unwell for a few 
hours, he could have died. The cause? 
A long-haul flight. 

“It was the night of the couple’s joint 
40th birthday party in July 2008, not 
long after they’d returned from a hol¬ 
iday to Las Vegas - a birthday treat to 
themselves.” 

After the party, they had taken a 
cab back to Deal, said the paper. 

Paul, who runs his own marketing 
and design agency, had been feeling 
unwell for most of the day. 

The story continues: “At the party, a 
few people commented he kept hold¬ 
ing his side, as if he’d pulled a muscle. 


‘“I’d felt exhausted and breathless 
for hours before the party, and my left 
leg and foot ached with a dull, intense 
pain,’ he recalls. As the evening wore 
on, however, ‘it became painful to 
breathe and I had an intense 
muscular-type pain in my torso’. 

“Back at the cottage after Sarah 
had gone to bed, Paul stumbled and 
fell as he tried to climb the stairs. ‘I 
remember thinking he’d had too 
much to drink,’ says Sarah, a global 
operations director for a marketing 
company, ‘even though we’d only had 
a few glasses of champagne all night’. 

Clasping 

“But when Sarah went back to 
check on him, she found Paul on the 
sofa, clasping his arm to his left side. 
The couple were later told that had 
Paul remained there, he might well 
have not woken up.” 

When the ambulance arrived, the 
paramedics checked Paul’s blood 
pressure, which was low, as well as 
the oxygen levels in his blood. 

A paramedic asked if they had been 
away because they looked tanned and 
he suspected that Paul had had a 
pulmonary embolism. 

This is where a blood-clot has 
formed in a deep-lying vein in the leg 
and broken free from the vein wall.

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Cow-feeder chums out compost

A COMPOST recycling system pio¬ 
neered in Wye is now being tried 
out in Sellindge. 

The recycling group WyeCycle put one of its 
converted cattle-feeders at the Potten Farm 
nursery in the village. 

Over the last year, businesses at the site 
have been depositing the waste into the feeder 
so it can be broken down into compost. 

The rubbish consists of cardboard, flower 
trimmings and any other organic material 
produced by the businesses, which include a 
florists, farm shop and pet store. 

Every three months the waste is turned with 
power from a tractor so it breaks down evenly. 

Carolyn Chandler from WyeCycle said: 
“When the material is churned, it slowly 
breaks down. We then empty it and put it into 
sacks. After about three months the material 
begins to look similar to soil.” 

The system has been used for many years in 
Wye, where food waste also composted. 


The project is backed by Kent County 
Council with money from the EU and Defra. 

The councils sees this as a way that rural 
businesses such as farm shops, pubs, restau¬ 


rants, golf courses and hotels could reduce the 
amount of waste they send to landfill and 
lower costs on their rubbish bills. 

Ms Chandler said: “To do the composting on 


site means there are fewer waste miles. We 
have to break through the perception that it is 
messy and smelly. 

“We started this as a demonstration to show 
that it can be successful. 

“It will work in any rural setting because you 
end up with so little waste and you can spread 
it around. 

“You could even sell it as compost if it does 
not contain food waste.” 

Nothing is added during the process, which, 
depending on the amount being put into the 
machine, can take up to 12 months. 

Huw Jarvis, from the Kent Downs And 
Marshes Leader project, which helps rural 
businesses, said: “We worked with WyeCycle to 
get this project off the ground. 

“It fitted in very nicely with our aims to cre¬ 
ate sustainable businesses in the rural econo¬ 
my. We have been monitoring the project and 
its success is becoming apparent.” 

Ms Chandler thanked the businesses for 
taking part in the exercise and said a lot of 
interest had come from schools, which wanted 
to take part on a smaller scale.

ALMOST all football coaches 
have one thing in common - 
they first played the game 
themselves - but one 28 -year- 
old in Canterbury is working 
to break down the stereotype. 

As a player, Rob Udberg never made 
it past the Whitley Bay youth sides and 
his attention turned to coaching. 

In 2006, aged 24, he became one of 
the youngest people to achieve the 
respected UEFA A’ Licence. 

His classmates on the course included 
Roy Keane and Peter Beardsley, while 
his room-mate was Ricki Herbert, who 
has spent the last three weeks at the 
World Cup as New Zealand’s head coach. 


“In this country there has been a stig¬ 
ma attached to coaches that haven’t 
played,” he said. 

“I can understand why, but it doesn’t 
mean they aren’t going to be a fantastic 
coach. 

“A lot of great film directors were 
never great actors, but they know what 
they want to create and can direct the 
people to do what they want to do. 

“To me, that’s no different from the 
role of a coach.” 

Udberg, who played for Faversham 
Town, Sittingbourne and Ashford 
Town, is now employed by Chelsea to 
run a two-year BTEC course for 
teenagers at the Elite Boys’ Academy in 
Canterbury, which combines coaching 
and training with academic study.

A CHINESE sailor was rescued by the 
Dover lifeboat after suffering head 
injuries in an accident on board a ship. 

While working on a cargo ship travel¬ 
ling through the Dover Strait, the crew¬ 
member sustained the serious injury 
after falling from a shipping container 
on to the deck. 

The Dover lifeboat crew was called into 
action and within 12 minutes City of 
London II proceeded to rendezvous 
with the 260-metre, 39,000-tonne 
Singaporean-registered ship. 

Two lifeboat-crew-members trained in 
first-aid went aboard the ship and 
assessed and treated the casualty, who 
was suffering from jaw and leg injuries. 

Hospital 

The severity of his injuries dictated 
that he needed urgent hospital treat¬ 
ment and the decision was made to 
transfer him to the lifeboat and then for 
him to be winched aboard the Coast¬ 
guard helicopter, from Lee-on-Solent. 

This relay of rescue resources would 
ensure the injured man reached hospital 
as quickly as possible. 

Once on one of the lifeboat’s stretchers 
the man, who worked as a cook, was 
taken on to the waiting lifeboat. 

Another member of the crew went to 
assist his injured colleague as a transla¬ 
tor. 

The injured man was then flown 
directly to the QEQM Hospital in 
Margate after the incident, which took 
place on Sunday, June 6. 

Dover coxswain Stuart Richardson 
said of the operation: “A successful shout 
with all agencies working well together 
and the lifeboat crew putting all their 
training to use.” 


DOVER has an answer to Monty 
Python’s famous question 'What 
have the Romans ever done for us?”. 

The cult movie Life of Brian answered the 
query with a list of benefits to the people of 
Judea, from clean water to safe streets. 

And visitors to a backstreet site in the centre 
of the town can see the fruits of civilisation that 
the legions brought to Kent. 

The Roman Painted House, regarded as 
possibly the finest Roman House on show in 
Britain, was discovered by the Kent Archae¬ 
ological Rescue Unit in 1970. 

This year’s 40th anniversary will see many of 
the original archaeologists gathering together 
to celebrate the event. 

Brian Philip was one of the people who exca¬ 
vated the original site. 

“It is an amazingly well-preserved building 
and gives us an example of the way of life in 
Britain under Empire,” he said. 

“This was a residence for the higher echelons 
of society, visiting dignitaries and we have some 
evidence that an emperor - Lucius Septimius 
Severus - even stayed here. 

“The wall decorations and the heating 
showed how civilised the inhabitants were. It is 
one of the best examples of a building of its time 
anywhere in northern Europe.” 

A total of more than two decades of excava¬ 
tion across ancient Dover by the unit have 
uncovered 50 major structures, all of which 
have been reburied. 

The Painted House was the best preserved 
and is now a major tourist attraction. 

Built about AD200, it formed part of a large 
mansion or official hotel for travellers crossing 
the Channel. 

It stood outside the great naval fort of the 
Classis Britannica, but in AD 270 it was demol¬ 
ished by the Roman army during the construc¬ 
tion of a larger fort. 

Three of its main rooms were then buried 
substantially intact under its ramparts. Burial 


by the army resulted in the unique survival of 
more than 400 sq ft of painted plaster, the most 
extensive ever found north of the Alps. 

Visitors can still see an architectural scheme 
of many coloured panels framed by fluted 
columns. The columns sit on projecting bases 
above a stage, producing a clear 3D effect. Parts 


of 26 panels survive, each with a motif relating 
to Bacchus, the Roman god of wine. 

Models of the town and relics and re¬ 
creations of its Roman heritage are also on dis¬ 
play within the site of the villa.

A: 


Can you tell us about the centre? What is its history? 


Grosvenor Hall has been many things in 
its lifetime. It was originally a country 
home for a wealthy industrialist, then a sana¬ 
torium for the care of TB sufferers. It then 
became a Police Training College and subse¬ 
quently has passed to the Education Travel 
Group, who refurbished it for use as a 
Kingswood Education and Adventure Centre. 

A Has it been a difficult process transforming it into a 
place suitable for children rather than police trainees? 

A The process has been a labour of love for 
the project team and although much of the 
centre was purpose-built for the education and 
training field, it has taken a lot of time and 
effort to bring the centre up to a standard that 
is unsurpassed in the field of residential activ¬ 
ity centres in the UK. 

A How did you first become involved with work in the field 
Hof educational activity? 

A I first became involved in outdoor edu¬ 
cation and activity delivery in 1987 after 
growing up in the Lake District and being 
involved in outdoor and adventure pursuits 
since I was very young.

A We expect literally thousands of young peo¬ 
ple to use Grosvenor Hall as individuals, or 
as members of groups, from a diverse set of 
backgrounds and educational needs, all 
requesting activity choices from across our 
wide menu. We deliver courses on English as a 
foreign language, programmes on environ¬ 
mental science and other areas that link into 
the National Curriculum at key stages 2 and 
3. Of course we also provide some fantastic 
activities, too; for example, our state-of-the-art 
high-ropes course - that is unique in the UK - 
and our 3G swing, climbing wall, swimming 
and scuba pool, not to mention our disco, 
media centre, laser-quest arena and cinema.

How do you see the development of Grosvenor Hall? 


A Grosvenor Hall will be doubling its capaci¬ 
ty over the next year. This will mean that 
opportunities for employment at the centre 
will increase, as well as allowing us to build on 
the already strong relationships with local 
schools and community groups. 

Q lf you did not have the career you have now r what other 
field would you like to have been involved in? 

A If I could have my time again, I honestly 
believe that I would still be working as an 
advocate for young people and their right to 
learn about themselves and others in a way that 
is stimulating and exciting. After almost 25 
years following my career, I am as enthusiastic 
about continuing to provide the powerful results 
that outdoor and activity-based education pro¬ 
vides young people as I was as an instructor 
running my first, faltering, session. I think it is 
so important to provide opportunities to educate 
our children in a style that is exciting, challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding for them.

CHEAP UK supermarket drink 
deals, the recession and the 
strength of the euro could finally 
sink the Great British booze cruise. 

British retailers are closing their premises in 
northern France, according to sources in Calais, 
as it appears UK shoppers no longer regard 
catching the ferry across the Channel to stock 
up on wine and beer as a cheap option. 

Workers at Tesco have just been told the store 
could close; Sainsbury’s is to shut down soon; 
while Oddbins has already gone. 

The spending power of the pound has 
dropped by a quarter in the last three years, 
and with many supermarkets in the UK 
offering cheap alcohol, the bargain stores are 
losing their cost-cutting appeal. 

The recession has also meant less disposable 
income for many people - another factor in the 
decline in sales, say the stores. 

The outlets say business was very slow in the 
run-up to last Christmas, traditionally one of 
the busiest periods of the year. 

And things have not improved over the spring 
and early summer months.

According to The Grocer magazine, staff at 
Tesco Vin Plus in Calais have been consulted 
over a closure, while Sainsbury’s is to shut 
down its Calais Wine Store at the end of the 
month after describing its partnership with the 
French retailer Auchan as no longer economi¬ 
cally viable. 

Oddbins Calais closed earlier this year and 
the company said its franchise agreement had 
come to an end. 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman said: “Sainsbury’s 
and Auchan have made the difficult decision to 
close Sainsbury’s Calais. 

“Thirteen colleagues have been informed 
that their jobs are at risk and will be offered 
redeployment opportunities.” 

The store is now advising that customers call 
before heading to the Calais outlet and has can¬ 
celled online ordering there as stock is limited. 

Another major retailer, Majestic Wine, 
blamed the relative strength of the euro for a 
28 per cent fall in sales for the year to the end 
of March in its three northern France stores. 

However, it said it would stay in France,

claiming the difference in duty was still wide 
enough to make a difference. 

When the trend became apparent, Luis Da 
Silva, manager of the Eastenders shop in 
Calais, said: ‘We are dead here. There are still 
some excellent deals, far better than you could 
get in Britain, but I think the perception is that 
it’s not worth the money because the savings 
are not as great as they were a few years ago.” 

Ferry companies remain bouyant about the 
future, saying travel to France is still popular 
and shopping for duty-free goods on board ship 
increasingly so. 

Brian Rees, P&O spokesman, said: “The 
traditional day-trip as people remember it 
belongs to a different era. 

“If people think the ferry industry is still 
about that, they don’t understand the ferry 
industry. These days it is all about overnight 
trips, short breaks and longer-stay visits by 
people in their own cars who are inclined to 
roam further afield. 

“The reason people go to France is to visit 
France, first and foremost. They’re more likely 
to head for their favourite French restaurant 
and spend their money there as French restau¬ 
rants still offer exceptional value.”

PEOPLE can get free advice and support 
on how to improve the energy-efficiency of 
their homes as a result of the Kent Action 
to Save Heat (KASH) scheme.

Norfolkline sell-off 

THE European Commission has grant¬ 
ed approval for Danish ferry-operator 
DFDS to buy Norfolkline, which oper¬ 
ates services from Dover. 

Previous owner Maersk still has a 
31 per cent stake after the £300 million 
deal, but it is expected the company will 
eventually sell the shares after an 
agreed period of two years. 

Neither DFDS nor Norfolkline, which 
operates a cross-Channel service to 
Dunkerque, as well as Irish and North 
Sea routes, has offered any news of job 
cuts or changes in services. 


Never was so much ode to 

so Few, says Epitaph poet

WRITER Michael Kendrick has 
spent the last 30 years talking to the 
Battle of Britain heroes of Fighter 
Command and transforming their 
thoughts, ideals, memories and as¬ 
pirations into verse. 

His book - Epitaph For The Few - is 
now available at the Battle of Britain 
Memorial on the cliffs at Capel-le-Feme 
in time for the 70th anniversary of the 
conflict in which the Luftwaffe was 
defeated in the skies over Kent, pre¬ 
venting a planned Nazi invasion. 

Mr Kendrick has also raised funds 
for the monument dedicated to the 
battle on the banks of the River 
Thames in London. 

His book is dedicated to RAF ace 
‘Bunny’ Currant, who contacted the 
writer after coming across some of his poetiy. 

“A relative of mine was Great War poet Arthur 
Newberry Choyce,” said Mr Kendrick. “From 
early teens I have written poetry on various 
subjects, including the two world wars, and 
many have been published. In 1980 one of the 
1940s greats, Bunny, got in touch and intro¬ 
duced me to his pals in The Few. They befriend¬ 
ed me and in turn I was privileged to write their 
poems - tailored to individual request. 

“Most biographical poems in my book were 


from personal friendships and each 
person received their individual lines, 
signed by Dame Vera Lynn and myself. 
Other poems reflect my study and feel 
for the subject.” 

Mr Kendrick’s debut book about the First 
World War followed some of the first volunteers 
who joined the British Army in 1914. 

Fifty Good Men And True was selected to be 
part of the National Archives because of its 
depth of research and value to others studying 
the subject. A follow-up, Sons And Daughters, 
was also granted the same accolade. 

The Battle of Britain work is dedicated to 
Bunny - who sadly died after suffering a fall 
just two months before it was published. Wing 
Commander Christopher Currant, DSO, DFC 


and Bar was described as “a most courageous 
pilot and brilliant leader” during one of his 
citations for shooting down enemy aircraft. 

“I dedicated the book to him,” said Mr 
Kendrick. “It’s the only anthology of poems ded¬ 
icated to the aircrew that fought in Britain’s 
most pivotal and crucial battle. My poems 
reveal just what I think of their sacrifice, brav¬ 
ery, dedication and skill.” 

The book is available, priced £9.99, from the 
Capel-le-Feme memorial and the Battle of 
Britain Museum at Hawkinge.

illness. 

The tribute on 
Tuesday last week 
included drama, dance and music from 
past and present students. 

The theatre was renamed the Peter 
Catmull Theatre, and there was a 
chance to walk around the redesigned 
memorial garden. Proceeds of the event 
will go to Cancer Research. 

Zoo outing a treat 
for school starters 

CHILDREN starting school in Sep¬ 
tember enjoyed a day out at Port 
Lympne Wild Animal Park for the 
Shepway Starts School Transition Day. 

Hosted by the extended schools team 
at Kent County Council, the event on 
Monday included workshops and activi¬ 
ties for under-fives and their families. 

The arts activities were funded by 
Shepway Find Your Talent, which 
encourages young people to participate 
in cultural activities, and run by the 
Creative Foundation, in partnership 
with Kent County Council. 


PUPILS at the Marsh Academy 
learned some valuable life-saving 
skills when they took part in the 
British Heart Foundation’s Heart- 
start programme. 

With instruction from community resuscita¬ 
tion development officer Mike Dadd, they were 
trained how to keep someone alive in an emer¬ 
gency situation until professional help arrives. 

As part of the course, students watched a 
short film about first-aid and CPR (cardio¬ 
pulmonary resuscitation) before learning how 
to deal with an unconscious patient. 

They then had the chance to practise their 
CPR skills on mannequins, which they found 
both valuable and exhausting. 

Recovery 

The Heartstart programme includes skills 
such as assessing an unconscious patient, 
performing CPR, dealing with choking and 
serious bleeding and helping someone who 
may be having a heart attack. 

The Heartstart course lasts two hours, pro¬ 
vides practical hands-on learning and is free 
and open to the public. 

Young people of 10 years and over can attend 
a Heartstart course, but some skills like 
making a 999 call or placing someone in the 
recovery position can be learned by much 
younger children.

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The 58 victims 
of 'snakehead' 
greed recalled 
on anniversary

A COMMEMORATION for the 58 
Chinese people who died in a lorry 
ten years ago has taken place on 
Dover seafront. 

The event marked not just the victims and 
their families but also those involved from the 
emergency services, the police and the immi¬ 
gration service who had to deal with this 
unprecedented tragedy. 

Speaking after the service, Ben Bano, who 
organised it, said: “It was important to mark 
the tenth anniversary of this tragedy. 

“The service was well attended by both local 
people and representatives of the services 
which had to deal with this terrible incident. 

“This was also an opportunity to remember 
all the victims of human-traffickers who con¬ 
tinue to exploit vulnerable people worldwide.” 

During the commemoration, the Mayor of 
Dover, Sue Jones, laid flowers at the memori¬ 
al plaque, which was erected for those who 
lost their lives. 

The tragedy took place on June 18, 2000, 
when the victims suffocated in a lorry on its 
way by ferry to Dover. 

Perry Wacker, a 33-year-old Dutch lorry- 
driver, was jailed for 14 years for man¬ 
slaughter after it emerged that after boarding 
the ferry at Zeebrugge for the five-hour 
crossing he had deliberately shut off the only 
air-vent to stop noise from filtering out on the 
hottest night of the year. 

At Dover, Wacker’s Mercedes-Benz truck 
was opened up by customs officers. They dis¬ 
covered corpses littering the cramped con¬ 
tainer. Most of the victims had tom off their

clothes, while others had tried to claw their 
way out. Two had survived, though they were 
barely alive. During subsequent investi¬ 
gations, it emerged that most of the victims 
had paid up to £20,000 to end up in the back 
of Wacker’s lorry. 

With 60 people crammed inside, the so- 
called ‘snakehead’ human-trafficking gang 
had collected £1.2 million from the human 
cargo. Wacker’s cut was £500 for each person 
he successfully delivered - a potential payout 
of £30,000. 


Shared-services director Reed 
'excited' by £90K-a-year post 


A DIRECTOR has been appointed for the 
shared-services proposal that will affect 
Dover, Thanet and Canterbury. 

The plans will see three east Kent councils 
combine services in a bid to save 
money - even though the new 
appointment will entail a salary 
of between £90,000 and 
£100,000 a year. 

Donna Reed, Thanet council’s 
director of customer services 
and business transformation, 
will become the project’s shared- 
services director next month. 

She was chosen unanimously 
by the leaders and chief execu¬ 
tives of all three councils. 

Ms Reed has worked at 
Thanet council for seven years, 
initially as head of the customer 
services department and more 
recently as director of customer 


services and business transformation. Previ¬ 
ously she has had roles at the Chartered 
Institute Of Public Finance And Accountancy 
and Kent County Council. 

She said: “I’m delighted to 
be heading up this ground¬ 
breaking project. It’s an excit¬ 
ing challenge, bringing 
together the services of three 
councils and ensuring we 
deliver value for money and 
the best possible service.” 

Thanet council chief execu¬ 
tive Richard Samuel said: 
“The selection process was 
extremely tough, as you 
would expect for such an 
important role, and all three 
leaders and chief executives 
were unanimous in their 
choice. We have no doubt 
Donna will do a superb job.”

atmosphere of the greenhouse.

So I see our new MP has elsewhere 
merely parroted, sychophatically, 
his Chancellor’s line over the 
Budget, despite Folkestone having 
some of the most deprived wards in 
Kent and the South East. 

At least the two Thanet Tory MPs 
lodged immediate objections to the 
plan to only give money for new 
business starts in the north. 

This area, even with Roger 
DeHaan’s plans, needs help now, 
not in five years’ time or whenever. 

Meanwhile, the ‘tough but fair’ 
line is now exposed for the sham 
it really is, with those at the top 
getting off easier than those the 
bottom. 

The rise in VAT to 20 per cent, 
along with the savage attacks on 
benefits - and worse after the 
pensions secretary’s recent near- 
‘abrecht macht frei’ (work makes 
you free) comment - will force 
many into penury and misery 
as they await low-paid jobs of 
which there are few even for the 
able-minded or bodied. 

Decent ‘living waged jobs’ will be 
few and far between, even with the 
proposed tax-allowance rises. 

Further, the useless Trident 
nuclear missiles and two aircraft- 
carriers, costing well over £100 
billion, remain financially ring- 
fenced and little has been done 
about tax evasion, of which 
Customs reckon they are still owed 
£28 billion. 

It is surely not too late to close the 
tax loopholes for the rich, increase 
the bank levy and switch the Trident 
money to ring-fence benefits as they 
are, and still have enough to 
instigate the Green New Deal. 

This, at just £45bn, would start to 
provide jobs in the renewables-tech, 
transport and social-housing 
sectors, so providing decent incomes 
and thus taxes to pay off the deficit 
caused not by ordinary people, but 
by stockbrokers, bankers and fat- 
cat bosses. 

How LibDem MPs can face their 
constituents I do not know, though 
at least their activists can, I hope, 
tell them of their folly. 

Finally, however, I hear the Green 
Party is to set up in Shepway, so I 
suggest all disaffected Labour and 
LibDem supporters switch there 
now as they are the only remaining 
progressive party in the UK.

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Why more are starting 

to count their chickens

MORE people in Kent are striving 
for the good life as the popularity of 
amateur poultry-keeping continues 
to rise. 

Growing demand for ethical, free-range and 
organic produce has really ruffled feathers in 
the food industry as the nation’s consumers 
have become more discerning about what 
makes it on to their plates. 

Many have even taken matters 
into their own hands by turning 
back gardens and allotments into 
their own personal food-factories. 

According to Simon Broad, owner of 
Broadfeed equine and pet supplies in 
Tunbridge Wells, the county has been 
no exception to the national rule. 

“The popularity of keeping chickens 
has exploded in the last three or four 
years,” he said. “Keeping poultry in the 
back garden is not new. Going back to 
wartime, I should think most people with a 
decent-sized garden would have kept them for 
eggs and meat. 

“With the rise of supermarkets and 
convenience stores, it died off. But over the last 
five to ten years, people have become more 
aware of where their food comes from and are 
looking for a return to the good life.” 


The business has been running 26 years, so 
Broadfeed staff have been well placed to notice 
changing trends. 

As poultry-keeping becomes more popular, 
Mr Broad has been helping a variety of people 
take their first steps into animal husbandry. 

“Many keep them for eggs, so it’s the same as 
keeping a pet. I would say the vast majority 
are complete novices and that’s where we can 
help,” he said. 

‘If your garden is big enough for a rabbit, 
it’s big enough for a chicken. In that 
sort of space, you would use an 
ark and the more space you can 
give it, the better its life will be.” 
Collecting up the free eggs, with 
the knowledge they have been laid 
by happy hens is not the only reward. 
Mr Broad believes that chickens 
make fun and educational pets for 
children, with greater appeal than 
more traditional choices. 

“They are perfect in that they give 
children responsibility. They are 
better than rabbits because they are 
more interactive and interesting. 

“You can stand and watch chickens for hours. 
They are busy all day, scratching around and 
picking things up.”

IT is more than 90 years 
since the Battle of the 
Somme but the landscape 
is still etched with the 
aftermath of an industrial 
form of war that led to 
death on a scale never seen 
before. 

Yet, in just a couple of days, you 
can get an insight into the conflict 
and explore one of the most conven¬ 
ient regions of France to get to from 
Kent. 

The battlefields are about an hour 
and a half drive south from Calais. A 
good place to start is the town of 
Peronne. The town is the location of 
the Museum of the First World War 
(Historial de la Grande Guerre). 
Housed in a modem extension to the 
walls of an old chateau, its exhibi¬ 
tions show the impact the war had 
on all the countries involved. 

The town of Albert, 12 miles away, 
was taken and retaken by the 
German and Allied forces during the 
Somme campaign. The town centre 
is dominated by the rebuilt Basilica 
of Notre-Dame. On top of its dome 
stands a large golden statue of an 
angel holding the baby Jesus. 
During the conflict the statue 
became an icon for both armies. The 
Germans believed whoever toppled 
it would ultimately lose the war. 

Next to the Basilica, in under¬ 
ground tunnels used by townspeople 
to shelter from harm down the ages, 
is the Somme 1916 Museum. It is 
full of weapons gathered from near¬ 
by fields and you can buy objects 
such as rusty helmets and hand 
grenades from the museum shop. 


The city of Amiens, with its Gothic 
cathedral and lively nightlife, makes 
a good base from which to explore. 

On day two, visit the Lochnagar 
mine crater at La Boisselle. The 
immense power of modem explo¬ 
sives can be seen at this massive 
hole in the ground; the result of an 
explosion on July 1, 1916, marking 
the start of the Battle of the Somme 
by the British. 

Nearby is the Newfoundland 
Memorial in Beaumont-Hamel. 
Many men from the region, which at 
the time was independent from 
Canada, volunteered for the war. 
The trenches have been left as they 
were since the conflict ended and 


Canadian students on government- 
funded sabbaticals act as tour 
guides. 

Finally, the massive Anglo-French 
memorial at Thiepval designed by 
Edwin Lutyens is a must-visit. The 
150ft tall structure commemorates 
more than 70,000 men from the 
Commonwealth and French forces. 

The Somme Region is still dealing 
with the aftermath of the conflict. 
Hundreds of tonnes of shells are dug 
up in its fields each year and army 
cemeteries can be found round the 
bends of many of its country roads, 
but it is a well worth a visit to 
remind us when the nightmare of 
war becomes a reality.

PEUGEOT’S lion logo is roaring as 
the market is wowed by the stun¬ 
ning new RCZ Coupe halo car. 

But the pivotal moment for the French 
brand’s new found assurance was the launch 
of the 3008 crossover (priced from £16,695) 
last year - a riposte to the successful Nissan 
Qashqai. 

The Nissan’s style and drive is still the 
sharper and you can buy a seven-seater, but 
the 3008’s interior packaging and stowage is 
clever and the Peugeot’s quality cabin - with 
its chrome and alloy detailing - is a big plus. 

And there’s a versatile two-part tailgate; the 
lift-up section allows easy loading of light 
items, while the lower half enables big stuff to 
slide in while doubling as ‘grandstand’ seating 
at outdoor events or camping. 

A movable boot floor and readily accessible 
seat back releases add to the ‘stuffability’. 

Rear legroom is not massive, but the front 
seatbacks are scalloped for the knees of those 
behind and the flat cabin floor affords leg 
space for the middle passenger. 

though is the head-up

to flagship Exclusive models like the llObhp 
1.6-litre diesel (£20,595) tested here. 

Standard fit on the Exclusive is a panoram¬ 
ic roof with electric sunblind; the 3008’s cabin 
is light and airy anyway, but this feature is an 
all-round enlightening experience. 

And so to the much discussed optional Grip 
Control, Peugeot’s alternative to the all-wheel 
drive clout available - at a price - on some 
rivals. 

Grip Control is a sophisticated traction con¬ 
trol for the front driving wheels, with various 
terrain settings via a simple dial. I would have 
been cynical had I not seen a Peugeot 3008 
used as an improvised glider launcher - see the 
video at Motors TV at www.carsforkent.co.uk. 

At £450 it’s also a lot cheaper than a 4x4 
equivalent, although Peugeot will no doubt 
contradict itself when it launches a proposed 
hybrid 3008, with a diesel for the front wheels 
and electric power driving the rear. 

While you might forego Grip Control though, 
don’t do the same for Dynamic Roll Control - 
omitted from lesser models in the 3008 range. 

This overcomes the car’s relatively high rid¬ 
ing position and soft suspension and delivers a 
taut driving experience.

Fragile recovery 
still in infancy, 
says consultant 

PROPERTY sales figures have been 
changing on a monthly basis with any 
signs of recovery “still in their infancy,” 
according to independent property 
investment consultancy Ducalian. 

The firm’s senior consultant, Andrew 
Styles, said: “Overall, I am of the opinion 
that the market still remains fragile 
with house prices susceptible to market 
volatility 

“The green shoots of recovery that 
many predicted last year are still just as 
green and largely in their infancy” 

However, he added that the market 
will definitely recover at some point, 
adding that it is unclear how long this 
recovery would take. 

Meanwhile, recent figures from the 
National Association of Estate Agents 
indicate that the number of house 
hunters registering to look for property 
increased from 274 in March to 277 in 
April. 

The number of sales agreed across the 
month remained strong at an average of 
eight per estate agency, which is the 
same as in March. 

About 21 per cent of sales were made 
to first-time buyers, the data revealed. 

Singles take over 
first-time market 

SINGLE people now outnumber 
married couples as first time buyers, 
according to new research published this 
week. 

Mortgage provider Santander found 
that over the last five years, 37 per cent 
of first-time buyers were singletons, com¬ 
pared to 29 per cent who were married. 

This is the first time single people have 
outnumbered married couples as first¬ 
time buyers. 

In the 1970s, 85 per cent of first time 
buyers were married. 

Santander said it was “surprised” to 
find that 29 per cent of first-time buyers 
are married. 

“This means some 716,400 people 
waited to find their spouse before taking 
the first step towards home ownership, 
showing traditional values die hard,” a 
spokesman for the mortgage provider 
said. 




SITTINGBOURNE-based Swale 
Heating has welcomed the 
Government’s recently announced 
energy bill, so long as it results in 
real savings for home-owners and 
the environment. 

Prime Minister David Cameron said he 
wants his government to be ‘the greenest ever’. 
He claims the Bill will offer a Green Deal to 
encourage home energy efficiency improve¬ 
ments. 

The company said it was looking for the new 
administration to provide a positive lead. 

Matthew Edwards, Swale Heating’s sales 
director, said: “The recent boiler scrappage 
scheme introduced earlier this year effectively 
helped reduce carbon footprints and energy 
bills. It was a shame it was not continued. 

‘We replaced hundreds of old G-rated or 
worse, inefficient boilers across the South East 
under the scheme, which enabled household¬ 
ers to claim £400 against a new A-rated model. 
But it is clear there are many more gas-guz¬ 
zling boilers that need replacing. 

“We have been running our own version of 
the scrappage scheme since the Government 
incentive ended, which offers a £400 discount 
on all new boilers until the end of June 2010. 

“There is no doubt that a new boiler helps to 
reduce gas bills by about a third.” 

Mr Edwards said he was optimistic for the 
future and was committed to making sure his 
company does all it can to promote environ¬ 
mental awareness. 

He added: We hope the new Bill will see 
home-owners in a position again where they 
can make both their hot water and heating 
systems more efficient with government help. 

“The reintroduction of the boiler scrappage 
scheme would be extremely positive, judging 
by the response to the last scheme and the 
effect it can have on energy saving.”

Pension schemes back property 


GOOD news for the market this week as a 
third of UK pension schemes that already 
invest in property say they will buy more, 
according to asset management experts. 

Nearly two thirds of the 166 pension 
schemes questioned have exposure to proper¬ 
ty, 36 per cent of whom said they would possi¬ 
bly be increasing their weighting, while 57 per 
cent said they would be maintaining their cur¬ 
rent exposure. 

Of the schemes questioned that do not cur¬ 


rently invest in property, 35 per cent said they 
were actively considering it. 

Andrew Smith, group head of property at 
Aberdeen Asset Managment, said: “Renewed 
interest in property as an asset class is not 
surprising as investors are looking to diversify 
their equity and fixed income exposure. 

“The recovery of the UK property mar¬ 
ket continues, with strong investment 
demand continuing to drive a rise in cap¬ 
ital values.” 


Those schemes not looking to invest in prop¬ 
erty cited the lack of liquidity and the per¬ 
ceived risks of investing in property among 
the reasons. 

Mr Smith continued: “Property’s role as an 
inflation hedge is attractive given the possibil¬ 
ity of inflation picking up in the medium term. 
However, the industry needs to communicate 
with investors to address their concerns, par¬ 
ticularly about liquidity and the perceived 
risks associated with property investment.”

WHITES manager Martin Hayes 
is due to hold lengthy discussions 
with four players he hopes will join 
him at Dover Athletic this week.

He said: “The contract offers have not been 
withdrawn, but have been put on ice. I have 
inherited a squad of 12 players and I want to 
know who I am signing before offering new 
contracts. I have asked the pair to come in for 
pre-season so I can have a look at them and I 
know Dean will definitely be coming along to 
that to show me what he is all about.” 


With player/assistant Nicky Southall the lat¬ 
est to leave the club to join Gillingham, Hayes 
will bring in Paul Joynes to become his new 
assistant manager. Joynes worked alongside 
him during his six years in charge at fellow 
Conference South side Bishop’s Stortford. 

Elsewhere at the club, midfield playmaker 
Jon Wallis has signed a new one-year contract 
at the club.
